ganization For the Nerth- 
West Territories. 


The convention of Liberal-Concerva.- 
tives of the North-West, held at 
Regina last Saturday, was a large and 
fairly representative gathering. The 
delegation from Moose Jaw was com- 
pesed of Messrs Capt. Smith, W. C. 
Sanders, J.P, A. Wilson, Laurence 
KB. King, Sr, R. H. W. Holt, J. G. 
Gordon, Geo. Bennett and J. H. Smith, 
and among those present from other 
points were Messrs. J. R. Nett, M. L. 
A., Senator Lougheed, Thos. Tweed, 
C. C. McCaul, N. F. Davin, and Hugh 
J. Macdonald, of Withhipeg, who ar. 
rived on the delayed eastern train 
early that morning. Mr. T. B. Baker 
would have accompanied the Moose 
Jaw delegatign had he not been indis 
posed, 

Senator Lougheed was elected to the 
chair, and after a few brief remarks 
called upon Mr. Davin to outline the 
course it was intended to pursue. In 
a lengthy speech Mr. Davin showed 
the weakness which had been found to 
exist in their plan of campaign last 
election, and stated the great fault lay 
in lack of organization, which it was 
proposed to remedy. He submitted a 
constitution which provides ample aud 
excellent machinery for.the work con- 
templated. 

Mr. C. C. McCaul, in presenting a 
report from the comumittee appointed 
to nominate officers, made a thoroughly 
patriotic speech. The report was 
seconded by Mr. Tweed, who, speaking 
of their nominec for president and 
leader, said he, Mr. Davin, was a .man 
of whom all Conservatives were proud.

The produce of this 
article in Ireland, however, does not 
quite equa! that of Scotland. chiefly be- 
cause the Irishman only drinks about 
two-thirds as much whiskey as the 
Scotchman. There are twenty-seven 
distilleries in Lreland. which manufac- 
ture nearly 8,000,090 ga!lons annually. 
Four millions they drink at home ; they 
send 3,000,000 gallons to England, over 
half a million to Scotland. and about 
& quarter of a million direct to the 
colonies and foreign countries. In eight 
years Ireland hns contributed no less 
than £31,000,000 to the excise. 

One last product let me mention. You 
may go to Carrara for marble; but if 
you want the most beautiful green ser- 
pentine in the world, you will find it 
in Galway; if you want black mar- 
ble that cannot be equalled you can 
get it from the shores of Lough Corrib ; 
and nowhere will you find anything to 
beat the beautiful red marble of Don- 
egal, the blue and yellow marbles of 
Armagh, the purple and white of Cork 
and the variegated’ marble found in 
Kerry, near Tralee. It is admitted that 
the most beautiful stones in the “ Al- 
tert Memorial,” in Hyde Park, are the 
four specimens of Irish granite; while 
the Thames Embankment is a perpetual 
illustration of the excellence of Dalkey 
granite. 


NEW IDEAS IN FARMING. 


the Sell With Fertilizing 

Miernbdes. 

Besides buying well-selected fertiliz- 
ers, the progressive farmer of the fu- 
ture will also provide himself with bot- 
tled billions of the microbes which en- 
able plants to obtain nitrogen from the 
air. It was a long puzzle to chemists 
to learn how nitrogen is absorbed. It 
was clear that under ordinary circum- 
stances plants are unable to appropri- 
ate directly from the air the nitrogen 
they absolutely require for their 
growth The air in the pores of the 
soil contains plenty of it, but the roots 
are not capable of causing it to become 
a constituent of the sap or fiber. Le- 
-guminous plants, such as beans, peas 
and clover, require a great deal of 
nitrogen, and it was of special inter- 
est to provide them artificially, if pos- 
sible, with this important constituent. 

The mystery was dispelled by a re- 
cent discovery that the roots of plants 
capable of absorbing nitrogen bear lit- 
tle protuberances, and it is through 
these protuberances that the nitrogen 
is taken in. Further study with the 
help of the microsoope revealed the 
fact that the protuberances contain 
millions of bacteria, and that it is these 
bacteria tnat absorb the nitrogen and 
give it to the roots of plaats ina form 
in which it can be used by them. To 
the activity of these beneficent bacteria, 
plants—particularly leguminous plants 
—owe their vigor and perhaps their ex- 
istence in their present form. The 
‘plant life, in this view, is-a result, 
an incidental products, of the vital pro- 
ceases of microbes, a million of which 
could swim with comfort in 

A SINGLE DROP OF WATER. 


The next step was to isolate, by meth- 
ods with which bacteriologists are fa- 
miliar, the varieties of bacteria suit- 
ed to each crop, and to breed them ar- 
tificially in paying quantities. 

This has been done. A German firm 
breeds seventeen species of bacteria of 
the nitrogen-absorbing species and sells 
them to agriculturists in bottles under 
the name of “nitragin.”’A bottle con- 
taining some thousand billions of the 
useful bacteria and selling for $1.25, 
will “inoculate,” it is said, an acre of 
ground. The experience of farmers with 
“nitragin” is too brief to qualify them 
to speak with certainty of its  prac- 
tical utility. Some have obtained en- 
couraging results, while others have 
not.

is wholly unnecessary, is in the way | 


of the planter, and can be advantageous- 
ly pruned off. In trees, however, there 
is no such tendency to superfluous 


|growth. hence they do not need so much , 
It is true that among the dif- | 


| pruning. 
ferent varieties of fruit trees there are 
| some that make excessive growth and 
|need extra pruning; but the greatest 
growers need nothing like as much 
pruning as small fruit plantations, such 
as raspberries, strawberries, blackber- 
ries, gooseberries, currants and the like. 
As a rule the effect of pruning upon 
trees is to produce a stronger and more 
vigorous growth of new wood. ‘The 
same is true of small fruits. The straw- 
berry is pruned tby restraining the 
runners. Suppose you had planted one 
plant last spring. This summer it 
might possibly have set enough new 
plants to multiply to from seventeen 
to twenty-five. If these are left, it is 
likely that there will be that many 
hills of indifferent fruit. But if the 
grower permits the mother plant to 
fasten down but three or four plants 
around her, pruning off the other run- 
ner, the mother with the four plants 
around her will set clusters of fine ber- 
ries and the five plants will have greai- 
er vitality. If in the raspberry or 
blackberry an old cane or hill of canes 
is retained there is a good growth for 
next year’s fruit, and enough vearing 
wood left to produce say 1,200 berries, 
they will be under-sized because the 
plants are over-loaded and would not 
make over eight quarts; moreover, the 
hill would not. produc» more than about 
one-tenth as many new canes for the 
next year’s crops as it did this year. 
But if, after the bloom ‘appears, its 
bearing surface should be reduced so 
that the bearing capacity of the hill 
should be from one-half to {liree-fourths 
of that above indicated, he planter 
would get about the same amount of 
fruit with more than double the amount 
of new growth, and the severe pruning 
in removing the half would be a bene- 
fit. The same rule holds good with the 
grape, and it is advantageous to prune 
quite severely. But when we turn to 
the apple ort cherry tree, such annual 
cutting back would often practically 
destroy the tree, 

If from a third to a half of the tops 
of fruit trees were lopped off annually 
the loss would be supplied at a rapid 
rate with water sprouts, and when these 
in turn were cut off, the sprouting nuis- 
ance would only increase still more. The 
strongest and most vigorous water 
sprouts produce fruit buds sparingly, if 
at all. The rule is that they do not 
bear any fruit. They are but a rapid 
wood growth to repair some great and 
serious damage. Now, tree pruning 
should be done carefully from the start 
and if it is not hegun young, but is 
resorted to later after much dense wood 
growth is started, it should he done 
moderately, and incréased gradually, so 
as not to injure tne vitality of the 
trees nor be so severe as to cause water 
sprouts to appear on the pruned tree 
as a quick He st of the damage done. 
If pruning is begun when the trees are 
small and the knife used separatingly, 
the buds being rubbed off when they 
are not wanted, this affords the ideal 
method of doing the work. Neverthe- 
less. in large orchards, where tree grow- 
ing is done on a large 3cale, it would 
almost require sitting up nights to at- 
tend to it. In some seasons it is advis- 
able to cease pruning altogether, be- 
cause the series of seasons is suth that 
there has been an excess of terminal 
wood growth. and more pruning would 
only cause the trees to push forward a 
still stronger growth and discourage 
bud formation for fruiting altegether. 
On the other hand, when there has been 
a long period of drouth, and under these 
conditions growth stops, considerable 
pruning is an aid to stimulating it.and 
as a rule weak growths do not produce 
the best and most vigorous fruit buds. 
The better fruit buds are usually on 
}moderate growths. and as a rule where 
jtrees plainiv show male and female 
j bloom, the most fertile and the best 
fruiters are found on the growths of 
mederate vigor and the greater per 
cent. of them is female.g the male bloom 
[being the most abundant on the weaker 
jgrowths. This class of buds produce in- 
| ferior fruits, and are the lowest in per 
jcent of fertile blossoms. With these 
facts in mind the pruner. should re- 
move the weaker class of shoots. Where 
trees are inclined to over-bear, pruni 
off fruit spurs is an excellent met 
of reducing the fruiting area of sorts 
having this tendency.

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THE C.P.R. AND THE KOOTENAY 

The annual report of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1296, bas 
been published, and contains dhe follow- 
ing significant paragraph which may be 
taken as the company’s views in regard 
to the construction of the Crow’s Nest 


Pass railway. The report says :— 


The Company has been at a great disad- 
vantage in reaching the traffic of the mining 
districts of Southern British Columbia in 
having to depend upon steamboat connec- 
tions compelled by other parties, The rapid 
yrowth ot the traffic, the nigh rates exacted, 
and the inadequate service performed, led 
your directors recently to negotiate for the 
purchase of the entire property of the Col- 
umbia and Kootenay Navigation Company, 
consisting of seven steamboats, ten barges, 
mechanical shops, office buildings, ware- 
houses, etc , and to put under contract for 
immediate construction three additional 
steamers for service on the Arrow and 
Slocan Lakes. You will be asked to approve 
the expenditure of $280,000 for the boats 
purchased and under contract, and for a 
tag boat and barges that will probably be 
required, 

In the event of the establishrnent of direct 
rail connection with the mining districts, 
both from the east and the west, this steam- 
boat property will still haze ample occu- 
pation, for the extraordinary system of 
avigable waters in Southern British Col- 
umbis will afford far many years to come 
the most feasible means of connection with 
many of the important mining sections, 

But even with these important additions 
to its facilities for handling the traffic of the 
mining districts, your company will continue 
ata disadvantage in competing with the 
American lines (which have already reached 
Nelsou, Rossland, and other important 
centres in these districts) until it shall have 
direct railway connections of itsown. Until 
then the greater part of the mining tratfic 
will be beyond its reach, and will continue 
to be, as at present, carried by American 
lines southward. 

Your directors are strongly of the opinion 
that any delay in securing your interests in 
that direction will be extremely dangerous, 
—that unless your company occupies the 
ground others will, the devas for shipping 
and travelling facilities being most urgent. 
The directors feel that they cannot too 
strongly urge the immediate construction of 
a line from Lethbridge to a connection with 
your Columbia & Kootenay Railway at Nel- 
son, a distance of 325 miles, and anticipat- 
ing your approval they have already taken 
steps towards commencement of work on the 
opening of spring. 

The unfavorable conditions which have 
prevailed for the past three years have pre- 
vented any effective action towards provid- 
ing fyr the traflic of the mining country, but 
the directors feel now that the improved 
position and prospects of the Company, to- 
gether with the magnitude of the interests 
stake, will fully warrant this important 
step. The interests of the country at large 
are so much concerned in this question that 
your directors confidentially expect reason 
able assistance at the hands of the Dominion 
Government, |

She 
succeeded in the firat part of her pro- 
gramme, but the Russian stepped in 
and gobbled up the results of Japan’s 
conquest, The struggle for liberty is 
still going on all over the world, and in 
these closing years of the nineteenth 
century, dark oppression still rules over 
@ large portion of the earth's surface. 
So far as the Cretan question isconcern- 
ed, it will likely be settled without a 
general war. The consequences would 
be too awfuj to think otherwise for a 
moment. It is not two nations, but 
half a dozen or more powerful sations 
which would be involved in case of 
genera! war, and the thing is altogether 
too appsiling to be considered possible,

Haultain's Views. 


Premier Haultain is at present at 
Outawa looking after the interests of 
the Territories Mr. Haultain recognizes 
the concessions which have been made 
the North West in late years from a 
constitutional standpoint, but on being 
asked by « jcorrespondent what his 
view was with regard to provincial 
autonomy, hé replied that the Terri- 
tories were not ready for it. Neither 
is he in favor of any portion of it being 
nided to>Manitoba. He pointed vut 
that the machinery of government in 
the North West applies to the Terri 
tories as « whole, and that 1f a portion 
of Eastern Assiniboia were transterred 
to Manitoba it would destroy the 
system of Government as it now exists. 
Mr Haultain will ask for a change in 
the North-West Territories Act, to 
permit of the appointment of an Ex 
ecutive Council for the Territories, in 
place of an Executive Committee, such 
Council to be chosen by any member 
of the Legislature who may be entrust 
ed by the Lieutenant Governor with 
this duty. 

Asked as to his views with regard 
to railways in the Kootenay country, 
Mr. Haultain said he thought the 
Government should build a railway 
through *he Crow's Nest Pass, but 
should make arrangements with the C. 
P. R. to run it, and in this way the 
Government would be able to dictate 
its own terms in the matter of pas- 
senger and freight rates and use of the 
line by other companies.

Mr. Joseph Martin, while in Turonto 
recently, warmly criticised the nanage 
ment of the Canadian Mutval Loan & 
Investment Co. Upon his return to 
Winnipeg this week Mr. Martin made 
the following statement :— 

“ J attended a meeting of the Can- 
adian Loan and Investment company 
at Toronto at the request of a number 
of shareholders in Manitoba, and I 
found a very peculiar state of® affairs 
The company 1s being eaten up by its 
officiais. As the officials have proxies 
from nearly ali the shareholders the 
annual meeting reelected the old 
directors who are the ctticers of the 
company. J found that Mr J. H. 
Mitchell, secretary, received $5,441 60 
as salary for 1896; A. J. Jackson, 
general manager, received $4541.64 ; 
J.J. Withrow, president, $2,256 17 ; 
Judge Macdouga'l as trustee, $1,128'12; 
the auditors. $1,897.20 ; other board 
fees, 3743 13 ; sala-y of clerks at head 
office in addition to above, $6,411.75 
Tn all the salaries at the head office 
amount to $22,573 72. The amount 
of funds invested is a little over a 
miltion dollars. The Globe company, 
of which Mr. E. W. Day, formerly of 
this city is general manager, has $675,. 
000 invested, and their salaries were 
only $3,900 as compared with the 
above ainount of 322,573 72. Auditing 
which cost our company $1,897 29 cost 
their company $150. I understand 
that the shares of the Canadian Mutual 
are very largely held in Manitoba and 
the Territories and British Columbia, 
and I should be very. much surprised if 
when these facts reach the shareholders, 
the do not take the earlieet opportunity 
of puttiag in new directors.

Abbatoir for Winnipeg. 


At a recent meeting of the WinniS 
peg city council, acommunication was 
read from the firm of Gordon & Iron 
side, informing the council of their in 
tention to erect in Winnipeg an 
abbatoir and cold storage buileings for 
the handling of the surplus cattle of 
Manitoba and the Territories, and 
asking for the following concessions :— 
1. The deed for the land which 
would be required for the enterprise. 
2 The sewerage extended through the 
property. 3. The property exempt 
from taxation for the term of thirty 
years, 

Provided the above is granted, they 
agree to expend $23,000 in suitable 
buildings for an abbatoir and cold 
storage, und to keep a sufficient num 
ber of hands employed to keep the plant 
in operation, provided sufficient stock 
co:::es forward to enable them vo do so. 
They alco agree to slaughter cattle for 
any outsider as cheaply as done by any 
public or private abbatoir of equal 
capacity and accommodation. They 
further agree to do their utmost to 
force the business forward, and have 
no donbt but that they can increase 


‘the same to enormous proportions . in 


the near future, and lay the found 
ations of Winnipeg’s future asa second 
Chicago, in the line of packing and 
exporting meats. 

After considerable discussion had 
taken place, Mr. Gordon being given a 
hearing on the question, it was resolv 
ed that the legislative committee be 
instructed to procure such legislation 
as will permit the city to purchase 
property, and to give it for abbatoir’ 
purposes and to exempt same from 
taxation ; and to provide by deben 
tures of the city for the cost of ssid 
lands, and of a sewer to and through 
the property occupied by such abbatoir, 
without eubmnitting a by-law to the 
electors, the council to have the right 
to make regulvtions as to the operation 
of such abbatoir.

I ax commanded by her Majesty to 


request 
on Wednesday, Nov. 7, as her Majesty 
wisbes to purchase several pieces of 
jpewelry. 
Henry Ponsonby. 

This was about the wording of a 
note received by a firm of jewellers in 
Edinburgh, Scotland, several years ago. 
It put the entire concern into a fer- 
ment, from the head of the house to 
the lowest messenger. It meant that 
the house had been recognized by the 
Queen as the leading concern in its 
line in Scotland, and that thereafter 
it would be entitled to the use of the 
legend, “Jewellers to Her Majesty.” 
Every business house in Great Britain 
longs for and works for the privilege 
by using these words in connection with 
its special line of trade. Such an or- 
der from the Quecn may entail very 
heavy expense, but this is more than 
offset, as a rule, by the prestige gained 
by the free advertising that follows, 
and by the customers that flock toa 
store which enjoys the Queen’s patron- 


age. 

Queen Victoria is debarred from the 
pleasures and the pains of shopping. 
It is not conceivable that the Queen 
of Great Britain and Empress of In- 
dia could enter a shop like an ordin- 
ary mortal, but as it is necessary that 
she should shop occasionally, she, ibstead 
of going tothe shop, issues ber request 
in the form given above, and the shep 
goes to her. At her leisure she makes 
her selections, and in due course the 
bill is audited and paid by the comp- 
troller of the royal household.  Per- 
haps the only man in America at this 
time who bas waited upon Queen Vic- 
toria as a salesman is Charles Lytton 
Seale, who was sent to Balmoral as the 
representative of the Edinburgh jew- 
ellers summoned. This is the story of 
bis first and only direct communication 
with royalty: 

“The jewelry bouse was a very old 
and prominent one in the trade, but 
bad never before enjoyed the honor of 
the roya! patronage, and it had been 
the great ambition of the firm to en- 
joy that distinction. Accordingly noth- 
ing was omitted that could make a fa- 
vorable impression upon her Majesty, 
ber bousehold, officers. attendants, and 
servants. I was selected to represent 
the firm and was directed to make and 
prepare a selection of goods that would 
attract and please the Queen. I was in- 
strusted to spare no pains or expense 
in making my visit a success. Direct 
profits were not to be considered for 
a moment. I secured carte blanche to 
distribute money, jewels, or favors 
wherever they would do the most good, 
for .it was thoroughly understood that 
friends at court must both be made 
and retained. While this was expen- 
sive, it was one of the penalties inci- 
dent to the Queen's patronage. I stor- 
ed my sample cases with the choicest 
of Scottish Jewelry, such as gems, rings, 
dirks, crosses, from lIona, skene-dhus, 
buckles, scarf-pins, bracelets, watches, 
breastpins, chains, and such articles as 
were peculiar to Scottish manufacture 
My selection was valued at £50,000. 

*On the date indicated I arrived at 
the castle gate with my precious case 
in a heavy snow storm, I was received 
by a porter, who asked, not unpleas- 
antiy, ‘What do you wish?’ I replied, 
‘I wish te go to the castle on business 
wilh her Majesty.’ [ was then conduct- 
ed to the lodge, where [ was met by 
another porter, who inspected me care- 
fully, and read the letter from Gen. 
Ponsonby, which served as my creden- 
tials) The first porter then took my 
supple case and conducted me to the 
steward’s department of the castle it- 
felf. The steward, who at that dime 
was Andrew Melntosh, greeted me gra- 
clously, inspected my paper, and said 
be would report my arrival to her Ma- 

sty at the earliest opportunity. In 
he meantime he bade me make myse/f 
comfortable. A servant. in the gor- 
geous scarlet livery of the Queen, then 
took the jewel case, and conducted me 
to the rooms | was to occupy while 
awaiting the Queen's pleasure. These 
rooms consisted of a partor and bed- 
room,each twelve by fifteen feet in size, 
and plainly, but comfortably furnish- 
ed A velvet carpet covered the floors, 
and silk rep curtains draped the win- 
dows There was a bureau dresser 
with cheval glass, easy chairs, a large 
willow rocker, washstand and a bed fur- 
nished with finest linen. On a centre 
table stood a silver-mounted raim’s horn 
mull with snuff, without which no hos- 
pitable Highland home is complete. The 
walls were hung with pictures of the 
royal family and engravings repre- 
senting Scottish scenery. 

“At 1 o’clock the liveried servant call- 
ed me to luncheon. The same servant 
was my attendant during my stay at 
the castle. He took care of my clothes 
shaved me, and, in fact, was detailed 
as my valet. He led me to the stew- 
ard’s dining hall. where I, as a guest 
awaiting the Queen's orders, had a seat 
on the left of the steward and directly 
opposite John Brown, the Queen's fa- 
vorite servitor. At the tables were the

chief servants, including the head seam- 
Stress, the chief telegrapber, and the 
head housekeeper. The room itself was 
finished in polished mahogany, and was 
perfect in all its appointments. — The 
table was furnished with the — finest 
or eighty lower servants emploved about 
article was. emblazoned with the royal 
crest. The table was served by — two 
scarlet liveried servants with powdered 
wigs and silk stockings. The meal was

lants, and in her youngest days the 
{Queen would sometimes walk through 
\a dance with the head coachman or foot- 
man. Down the centre of the hal! is 
a long, heavy oak table flanked with 
oak chairs. At this table the seventy 
linen, silver, and cut glass, and every 
the castle and grounds take their meals. 
The bead coachman occupies the place 
of honor at the head of the table. The 
rule as to pcsition at the board is en- 
forced and observed most punctiliously. 
Every servant takes his place according 
to his rank in the Queen's employ. To 
the right and left of the coachman,who 
presides with great dignity, sit the chief 
room, chief cook, chief gardener, chief 
forester, and the chiefs of the female 
help. Then in the order of their rank 
come the under grooms, cooks, game- 
keepers and chambermaids, and so on 
down the long table come the gillies, 
house cleaners, scullery maids, and 
stable hands. Grace. is always said by 
the coachman amid the strictest sil- 
ence, and “‘May the Lord Protect Her 
Majesty’ is-a formuia observed as faith- 
fully as though in a Church of England 
cathedral. the food served here 18 
plain, substantial, and bountiful, con- 
sisting mostly of roasts, vegetables and 
plain desserts. It is placed on the table 
and the dishes are simply passed from 
hand to hand, and each helps himself. 
Beer is pan for all bands, and, on 


the birthdays of the Queen and_ the 
Prince of Wales and at Christmas times 
champagne. 


“On another occasion | met John 
Brown during a stroll before breakfast. 
We were on good terms througb our 
ac.uaintance at the table, though I had 
not seen him elsewhere « until this 
chance meeting. He was a most pictur- 
esque figure in his Highland costume, 
which he always wore when at Balmor- 
al. He greeted me with the  bdluff, 
hearty, kindly way that was character- 
istic of the man and invited me to his 
apartments. As the Queen’s favorite 
was a good deal of a factor in the in- 
ner social life at the castle, be was an 
impertant individual for me to cultiv- 
ate and know well. I accepted his in- 
vitation and soon found myself in the 
main portion of the castle, for Brown's 
apartments, instead of being in the 
stewards’ wing where the rest of the 
servant, were quattered, adjoinei t} «so 
occupied by the Queen, where ‘e cand 
be within immediate call. His suite 
consisted of a reception room, parlor, 
bedroom and bathroom, all finished in 
light ocak, and handsomely, even rich- 
ly furnished. Costly rugs covered the 
floor and the tables and mantels were 
profusely decorated with souvenirs and 
mementoes in the form of jewels, mulls, 
clocks, and -vases, which had been ,pre- 
sented to him from time to time by 
royal personages or high dignitaries. 
The walls of the rooms were a study, 
for they were literally covered with pic- 
tures, paintings, engravings, and photo- 
graphs of the reigning family of ane: 
land and of nearly all the living rul- 
ers and statesmen of Europe, and of 
many who were dead. I was told that 
his collection was the most comprehen- 
sive gallery of portraits in England,and 
its value was enhanced by the fact that 
almost every picture had the autograph- 
ic signature of the original across the 
lower edge. Brown was very proud of 
his collection, which had taken many 
years to gather. I have often wonder- 
ed what has become of his unique gal- 
lery since his death. 

“With true Highland hospitality he 
first offered the snuff from a_ silver 
mull. It is etiquette in that country 
to accept snuff with your host, and to 
refuse is regarded as_ particularly 
churlish. I had in my pocket a par- 
ticularly handsome, bejewelled skene- 
dhu, or Scottish dirk, valued at some- 
thing over £50. As the old Highlander 
was very much pleased with the bauble, 
J asked him to acept it as a souvenir 
of my visit. This he did without the 
least show of hesitation, and forthwith 
the article found a place with other 
gifts or tips about the room. He was 
wy ready friend during the rest of my 
small assistance on one or two occasi- 
ons. J subsequently made liberal gifts 
to all the upper servants including the 
steward, and to many of the lower serv- 
ants also in pursuance) of my instruc- 
tions. In every case they were accept- 
ed quite as a matter of course, and were 
evidently regarded as legitimate per- 
quisites of office in the royal household. 
My account for gifts made in this 
manner footed up over £400, but my 
firm, regarded this as money well 
spent, and I was congratulated on my 
action in this regard, 

**} had been at the castle a full week 
before I received any word from the 
Queen. On the morning of the eighth 
day a special messenger called for me 
and said ber Majesty would see me, and 
that | was to bring my jewels. I re- 
sponded at once to the summons, and 
was conducted to the Queen's apart- 
ments, or at jeast to what I took to 
be a music room. Here | spread my 
wares on several small tables and the 
grand piano and waited. Presently the 
door opened and the Queen, preceded 
by Jobn Brown, and followed by Miss 
MacDenald, entered. I bowed as any 
| gentleman would bow to a lady enter- 
jing, and the salutation was returned in 
jan easy, unaffected manner. The Queen 
seated herself at a table, and immedi- 
ately began an inspection of the goods 
with evident interest. I had been cau- 
tioned beforehand by Brown not to 
speak until I had been spoken ic, and 
‘on no account to address the Queen 
j}unless she speke directiy to me. These 
jinstructions I followed faithfully 
| throughout. 

“The Queen commented on the dif- 
‘ferent articles as Miss MacDonald hand- 


led them to her, one after another. ihe |

BY THE GREAT LAKES, 


Freaks of the Winds and Waves en th 
Sands of the Beach. 

One of the attractions presented by 
the coasts of the Great Lakes is the 
clean, glittering sand that borders the 
water’s edge along most. of the coast 
lines, says a writer in Popular Science 
News. Bor ages the waters of these 
lakes have dashed upon the shores 
with a force scarcely less than that of 
the ocean waves, grinding down rocks 
into fine grains and washing away the 
last particle of silt: So perfectly have 
the sands been cleansed that the many 
thousands of people who lounge upon 
them every summer day may dress in 
their finest and daintiest fabrics, for 
they leave no mark. 

A peculiar property of this beach 
material, at least in certain localities, 
has given itthe name “singing sand.” 
This remarkable name bas been given 
on account of the shrill creaking sound 
emitted by the sand when vigorously 
disturbed. By whirling a cane oF 
similar tick so that the end cuts 
through the sand to the depth of an 
inch or so, the sound made is very 
similar to that of a circular saw run- 
ning rapidly through timber, although, 
of course, the two sounds are not to 
be compared in_ intensity. Walking 
over the sand, especially when the heel 
of the shoe is made to plough through 
it in stepping, or even brushing 
through it briskly with the finger, pro- 
duces similar effect. It is stated that 
a Government official at Washington 
once had some of this material sent 
to him for the purpose of investigat-

WILL MAKE FORTY KN OTS 


A VESSEL THAT WILL CROSS THE 
OCEAN IN THREE DAYS. 

A Feat That Will Easily be Pessible With 
the Electric Ship New Ballding— Meters 
te Supply Pewer fer the New Craft, 
Which Will Make Much Faster Time 
Than the average Railread Schedule. 

There will be tested this month at 
Providence, R. -L, an electric ship of 
such marvelous speed that it will set 
the tongues of all the world wagging. 
She has 14 propellers) From private 
trials there is no doubt whatever of a 
40 knot speed being attained. 

By the use of electric motors, it will 
be possible to obtain double the speed 
reached by steam, and at about one half 
the cost, and with a plant that will oc- 
cupy not more than one half the space 
now ysequired for the ponderous ma- 
rine engines and accompanying machin- 
ery. Ocean “grey-hounds” equipped 
with the motors will easily cover 40 


knots an hour, railroad speed. Warships 


will reach the speed of 3 knots an 
bour, whereas the highest limit yet ac- 
complished on a trial mile with steam 
is 22.80 knots with the fastest cruiser 
built. 

One great source of complaint with 
the naval authorities has been the in- 
sufficiency of room in war vessels for 
the accommodation of men, armament, 
coal and provisions. The machinery ne- 
cessary to propel these great ocean 
fortresses occupies such a large amount 
of space that there is practically no 
room for anything else. The terrific 
heat from the furnaces and steam pipes, 
the maddening hissing of the steam and 
the incessant vibration and shocks re- 
sulting from the wrenching of — the 
heavy shafts and the straining of the 
meehanism makes life almost unendur- 
able and converts the vessel into ver- 
itable hells.

pellers is in action there is no more 
noise than would come from the action 
of a fly wheel. ‘here is no jar caus- 
‘ed by the borizontal motion; no exces- 
sive heat from steam piping; the long 
shafts are done away with, and the ter- 
rific straining coming upon the engines 
and shafts when submerged, and then 
the next moment running full speed,

PROFITS OF MURDERERS. 
3 == 
Few Profit Financially by Means of Their 
Crimes 

Much has been published in England 
about the- professional! assassins of Paris, 
writes a Paris correspondent, and in 
Many cases fabulous gains have been 
attributed t? them as a-result of their 
crimes, but these exist more frequently 
in fiction than in fact. Statistics re- 
cently compiled by the prefect of Paris 
police throw a good deal of light on 
the assassin’s trade as practiced in med- 
ern times. Especially interesting are 
they in view of the popular, but very 
erroneous idea that the assassin’s trade 
is a profitable one. That it is quite 
the reverse seems to be clearly proved 
by a record of the profits gained by 
notorious assassins during the last 
thirty years. 2 

Biographies of a iarge number of 
French murderers, some of whom paid 
the penalty of their crimes on the guil- 
lotine_while others were transported to 
New Caledonia, show that the average 
murderer makes far less money at his 
abominable trade than is made by any 
third-rate artisan or even day laborer. 

Here, for example, are the names of 
a few criminais and a statement as to 
the actual money profit that resulted 
in each case: Sejournet committed one 
crime, and his profit was £2 5s; Rossell, 
one crime, £1 10s; Ducret, one crime, 
£8 worth of jewelry; Cathelin, about 


These are not princely profits, but 
they are large compared with others. 
Three men, for example—Georgoes, Voty 
and Franck—committed

and only made about sixpence apiece. 
Several others were less fortunate, for 
they gained ee at all. Other 
knights of the road found to their dis- 
may after dispatching their victims 
that they had no money on them, and 
they were consequentiy bound te be 
satisfied with such booty as they could 
obtain in the shape of watches and other 
jewelry, which, of course, is less desir- 
able than money, as it is not always 
easy to dispose of. 

True, afew assassins have made 3 
considerable sum of money. + Three, 
Martin, Beghelm and Lapommeraye, 
were especially fortunate or unfortu- 
nate in this respect. Martin found £200 
in his victim’s purse. Begheim got 
£1,400 worth of jewelry, and Lapom- 
meraye also acquired a large sum oO 
money at one stroke. These men, 
however, did not live very long to en- 
joy their wealth. as justice overtook 
them and quickly dispatched them to 
another world. Such men are rare, 
however, so rare that a careful calcu- 
lation shows that the average amount 
made by French assassins during the 
last thirty years does not exceed nine 
or ten shillings for each crime. 3 

Such being the case, the wonder 1s 
that there are so many murderers. And 
a greater wonder is, why, if they are 
determined to kill for the sake of ai- 
taining money, they do not arrange to 
kill persons who are known to be weal- 
thy and do not seize an opportunity 
when their intended victims have their 
pockets stuffed with gold.

Mr. F. Steele, of Steele & Co., Win 
nipeg, passed through Moose Jaw 
yesterday morning en route to the 
Kootenay. Mr. Steele is extensively 
interested in the Ibex Slocan mine, 
which promises to return big dividends 
in the near future. He left a couple 
of samples of the ore at the dining 
hall. The samples are not very large 
being about six by eight inches equare, 
but they are very heavy, together 
weighing about 125 pounds. The ore 
is estimated to yield from $85 to $95 
per ton silver and about $75 per ton 
lead, besides being heavily charged 
with gold and other mineral deposits. 


The people of this district are com- 
plaining considerably about the deep 
snow, but if misery likes company they 
can console themselves upon the fact 
that their lot is not as bad as it might 
be.
